And in all the 
time that hus passed since that early day 
there has never been a total lapse af the 
nit: falconry has in every age been car- 
ried on in some part of the world. Ref- 
erence matertal is found) ty lpks mot 
ohly of England, Holland, Fronee, [taly, 
anil Spain, but of China, Japan, ani 
Russia, while the sport has heen fallowesl 
from immemorial time in nidia and 
northern Africa. 

The anctent (reeks apyitirently knew 
nothing of falconry, but the Lorolwards, 
settling in nonh Irithy shedt 360, knew of 
the art, and by S75 i had lecane a get 
erally known Gractice throughout west- 
enn Europe and Saxen England. From 
that time it thnyed, filling an important

Within the lust twenty years there tuud 
been a great renascence of amateur inl- 
conry among the Rnglish, and.some rather 
successful attempts have been made in 
America, porrticilarly i in the Genesee Val- 
ley, New York. 

“The great expense of maintaiiing the 
birds, due to the scarcity of experienced 
trainers and catchers, and the «difficulties 
af forwanting oo rangv a sport im the 
settled conditions of most of our eastern 
country have made it impassihle, however, 
tO achieve any real sviccess in America 
an the grow sentinnerit agai kill- 
ing all bat a few spectes of game-birids 
will probably wct as a further deterrent, 
Still, there are several commen birds 
which are recognizer! as game thar well 
make adniralle quatry for the peregrine, 
notably the quad of our Atkuutic Suntes 
and the shatpetoilerl groise of the north: 
em prairies, The native wil goshawk 
is already the chief prollem of all the 
gtouse af our northern wooded section.

While it is trae that in training: hawks 
to hunt, as iy. all other animal training, 
aivantage is taken af the naturl pr 
C livities of the creature m hanc, neverthe- 
less, it seems at first glance that these 
vigorous and intrepid birds are taught to 
ge) almost directly against their instincts. 
First of all, heme ametg the wildest ane 
shyest of creatures, they must he tayght 
that man, instead of being their worst 
enemy, |p teally their best friend. ‘Phen 
the rest becomes comparatively easy, if 
no tistakes are mae, Bot any one «f 
hundreds of possible errors may tnedn 
weeks of patient and sticcessful labor. 

Then. too, sinee different lands of pane 
itist he hunted at different times of the 
year and oan different kinds of cover, 
ether the same hawk must be trained 

first for one type of averk and later for 
something entirely different, or different 
a of hawks timst be tisecl 

CH the hondreds of kinds of hawks, 
only certain ones prostese the cuenalipia- 
tion of cjtalities necessary for this beaut 
inl and romantic sport.

The peregrine is the ooly falcon proper 
found all-over the werk There is no 
other bird with sieh oa edstmppolitar 
range. It is found on both sides of the 
Equator, throughout the entire world, 
nearly tothe Arcte and Antarctic circles 
Tt is natural, then, that this should be the 
falvon of falcons aid known to all ages 
of man as a tractable and ecaypsible help tn 
his search for food: for faleonry was at 
frst a very cla ‘and ewen sertid jur- 
suit, only ater—miych later—becoming 
the spor? of the privileged classes, 

A peculiar set of traditions and an 
equally picturesque language have be- 
come inseparably attached to the art of 
faloonry + and it tonly fair te the Scotch, 
whe, lit thelr wunservatism, have been 
responsihle for the colorful language of 
golf, te give them the crecit for presery 
true thie rorrantic terminglogy of faleoury. 
It was in Scetlind that the art wes per- 
petuated after it had languished over 
mast oF Rarroyie. 

Ancient history is eloquent with the in- 
fluence of the noble spurl af hawking. 
the history of meditwal Errope is richly 
colored with it, sixteenth and seventeenth 
century literature fairly abounds in pas- 
kines concemiing it, ain) the hinguage at 
the day was so tinctired with the jargon 
of the hawkers that itis fur to penis 
that, before men had knowledge of 
powder and the fowling-piece, patel 
was such a general practice az to be the

THE FALCONER S NAMES FOR HIS HAWES 


Falcons of the same kind differ so tm 
performance and character, according to 
their experience before bemg token m 
lane, that the falconet has separate names 
for each type, as follows: a 

‘Eyres is the name given. to faleons 
taken from the test; } 

Brancher is applied to young that haye 
left the nest, lar not the neighborhood of 
their infancy ; 

Passagers are birds of the year caught 
in the auton migration | 

Haggards are adult bitds with two or 
more years of wild experience; 

Falcon is strictly the female of any of 
the larger long-winged hawks, while ihe 
male, being nearly o thind smaller and 
lighter in weight, is called the “tiercel” 
or “tarsel.” In strictest tsage (now gen- 
erally ignored) the tiercel is the male. ot 
the goshawk, the larger of the short- 
winged hawks, while the male peregrine 
is the “light tercel™ or *Hereelpentle” ot 
Taliet’s time: Being.so much lirger and 
stranger, the female, or faleon proper, 
has always reeetved the greatest share of 
the falconer’s regard and labor. | 

One who trains and hants long-wings 
only is the truc faleoner, while the tser 
of goshawks and sparrow-hawks i tech: 
nicnlly an Austringer or Ostringer, {rot 
the Latin tra (French Ani), the 
gener: mame of these hawks. 

The falconer has a special name for 
every. part of his hawk and for every- 
thing he does: 
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Falcons are bromght mto -énbjection to 
man's will either by being taken [rom the 
est fitst before they are able ta Hy or by 
being canght wild after they are fully 
grawn and self-supperting, Thode taken 
from the nest (evess hawks) are the ones 
asiolly tramed over most of Europe. 
Ordinarily they are much gentler and 
niore casily trained, but lack the dash and 
sivle of the wild-canght birds known as 
“haggards.” In India and Africa, how- 
ever, the eves’ is virtually unknown, as 
the hawks are always trapped aduit 


THE NIRN'S TRAINING TIGINS 


Inthe training of eyesses the procedure 
of the present day differs only shghtly 
from that of the Middle Ages. Modern 
faleoners ee verv much the same quaint 
medicines and nestrims and have the 
same nomes for faleonine troubles as are 
eo picturesqucly described by Hert m hs 
“Treatise of Hawks and Hawking,” pub- 
lished 200 vears apo. | 

The young hawks are Jeft until nearly 
all the down has been replaced by brown 
feathers, Their retmmeval from the mest 
takes place toward evening, when they 
are put ina hamper and sent to the fal- 
coner, [tischiehly desirable that as moch 
as possible of their journey be made at 
night, | 

Arriving at their destination, they are 
placed in’a roughly made nest.and fed on 
chopped beef and eg, and a little later: 
on fresh birds, robbit, tat, or seuirrel. 
AIL food should be tied to a board in a 


given place, to force the young hawks, 


which are otherwise free except for the 
bell and “jess,” or leg-strap, to come to 
the same place for food. | 

The birds are now “at hack” antil they 
learn to flv, and: begin to stoop at live 
prey un their own account. They should 
be left entirely alone, and for the present 
the wilder they become the better; for 
sliould they comé now to associate food 
with man's presence, they would at once 
start clamaring and screaming every time 
they auw f tian—o most ondestrable 
trick: | 

Hf property “hacked,” the young birds 
soon learn to make long fights into the 
suTTOLNdINg COUNtrY, returning at regular 
intervals to be feel from the shelf or feed- 
ing-board, They mav be left i this state 
of virtual freedom far some three wee'ts,

This tsa delicate busmess, one mn which 
many a fine hawk has been ruined, as o 
hood-shy hawk, whatever its other vir- 
tues is of no ose to its owner, ALost of 
the hawk’s life henceforth ts spent in the 
darkness of the hood, which 1s only re- 
moved in the loft or at the moment wher 
it isto he flown at quarry.

Thes far our hawk has heen fed al- 
ways from the hack-boand or from the 
fist: now the lure must be brought cut 
and put into use, This tsa padded weight 
(i horseshoe ts exellent) with wings of 
teal cr pigeon atinched., Tt is alse pro- 
vided with strings for attaching food and 
along string by which tt can be dragged, 
The hawk is-given a lite or two from tt. 
when it is thrown to the ground, where 
the teal is finished, 

For a time pow the bird must be fed 
only fram the Jure. 

As seon-as the hawk recognizes the 
lore immediately and Hes to it for food, 
it is given; hooded, to an assistant an 
“hooded off” to the falcaner, whi swings 
the lure. seme 200 yards distant. . The 
bird probably will fly at the lure almost 
at ance and in any case will discover and 
recomnize it sac, 

The lore-is twitched out of sight just 
as the hawk goes to grasp it. At the sve- 
ond attempt the food tied to the lure 
should be awarded, and after a few repe- 
titions of this the bird will-seldom be far 
from. its master when he has the lore 
with him. | 

The bird must now be taught ta kill 
for itself, and a fledgling pigeon 16 a good 
subject for this. Lf properly tramed to 
the lure, there is no danger of whe hawk 
“carrying” (flying off with its quarry), 
Which ts a serious fanit, Atter a Tew 
“easy” birds, a capalile old pigeon may be 
Hawn, 

The hawk; unless wnusually good, will 
miss on this quarry, but on returning 
high in the air shold be thrown an easy 
bird: then well fed and petted. Tt has 
probably learned from this that to suc 
eeed it mist be above its quarry, After 
this is learned, the hawk may be flown at 
wild gar. :

It is om easy task, 
compared with the manning of haggard 
or fdissage hawks, which have for a sea- 
son at least been sceastomed to shuming

Liiwks mas he canght anywhere within 
ther range, but by far the most fumes 
place for this exciing (and remunera- 
tive) pursiit ist South Brabant. in blel- 
land, Mere, near the littl village of 
Valkenswaarde, fies a great open mews, 
where thetisatils of jussige birds ga by 
in the arttunmn, followed by the falcors 
that prey upen them. Fromtime imme 
morial—eertainily well through the Mid- 
dle Apes—faleons have been trapped and 
trained] here for the mobility of off Enu- 

1, 

In the heyday of the sport, emissaries 
froin the courts of each littl duchy and 
principality gathersl at Valkenswaarde 
after the trapping and lenght for their 
masters the pirodact af the season’s catch, 

What a picturesyne and lively scene 
these mediewnl auctions mist have been, 
with knight bidding agaist knight for 
the beautiful binds that had been won out 
of the air and brought inte the thratdom 
of mun! . . 

The old cult of falcon catching and 
training has never completely languished 
at Valkenswanrde, and the family of 
Mollens: has. for mary geserations led tn 
the medlustry, Indeed, wherever faleonry 
is practiced the Mollens are known.as the 
most skillfi) anc expert trappers and 
trainers, and tiany of the most famotts 
falcons in the history of the sport have 
come from their able hands, 

In capturing the “passage hawks,” the 
trapper conceals himself in a-sod hut, 
from which extind long strings f° op- 
erate the net and the decove used to lure 
the wild hawk within range from afar, 
after its approach has heen heralded by 
the little telltale “sineuneer.”

The shrike sits quietly om ite perch 
until it sees a faloon inthe distance, when 
it begins to chatter and «cold, getting 
more and mre excited os the faleon ape 
proaches, und finally actually * ‘pomnting, 
thus giving the trapper winple time to 
have evervthing in readiness, 

At the first sign, the trapper retreats 
inte his hut and closes everything except 
the litte peep-window and begins work- 
ing his ted pigeon and the decay hawk 
up and down on the elevated Hne, to at- 
tract the wild faleon’s eve. 

The actual trap consists of a bow-net

The training of a haggard hawk is in 
Many respects similar to that of an evess, 
bot with this vast difference: the evess. 
taken young and with ag fear or hatred 
ef man, requires simply to be Jed to de 
the will of its master, whereas the hag- 
gard has to be redeemed by patience and 
kindness from a state of fierce enmity 
and suspicion mto one of complete dicil- 
ity and submission, and has to unlearn all 
the teachings of its experience atid tt 
atinet and Jeatn the will of itstew taster. 

The trainer takes his new hawle to the 
loft anc there removes the sock, replac- 
ingat with a-saft rafter hood. 

it would take too long to tell in detail 
all the many difficulties that lic before the 
fuleaner; but, with no accidents and 
much skill, patience, and understanding, 

a fully adult haggard peregrine may be- 
come accustomed to the presence of man 
and his works.in a fortmight, ‘This is ac-

Eyesses are usually 
more tractable and run truer to “form,” 
hut the haggard almost invirinbly thas 
vastly more dash and style than its honae- 
bred loft-mate. 

The style of action and methods of 
hunting are so different with the long- 
winged hawks and their short-winged 
cousins that they had best be ccnsidered.

In the good old days many kinds of 
hawks were used, bot those most es- 
teemed, because of their size, style, anid 
laut, Were the gerfaléona of the north. 
Centunes ago the Icelanders caught and 
trained both old) acd young birds, and 
the anntidl catch sometimes amounted to 
hundreds, ae | | 

In peneral, however, the perfaloon 
does net seen to thrive in England or on 
the Continent. [lt wilts in the simmer 
ind becomes tistheas, refusing to fly, and 
finally fading and falling prey to same 
one of the many ills that. beset hawks. 
This stems fo point to a great skill and 
knwledge on the port of the medieval 
falconers, who certainly used the gers 
very extensively aml success filly tn kill- 
ing the kite, a most capable hawk, then 
common allover Britain and Europe.

The -sacre, a “desert faleon,” nearly os 
large and heavy ns the gerfaleon, is still 
used in India for hunting the kite, and

THT PEREGRINE 15 THE FALCON OF 
FALCONS 

The peregrine, faleon of falcons, is net 
as large or as strong as either the gers or 
the sacre, but combines, with a hardihood 


unknown 1 the “exoties,” all the qualities 


that go to make a good hawk—pentle- 
ness; teachalility, courage, dash, willing- 
hess to “wait on” at apreat height, and, 
most important of all, availability: for, as 
has been said, the peregrine has a wertd- 
wile range, and ts.therefore obtuinable 
in almost any comity where men want 
lo wee it. In this article, then, unless 
specially noted, the peregrine is the sub- 
jéct of the narrative, 

In a wild state, were it a common bird 
anywhere, it would be a yery undesirable 
neighbor, for itipreys almost exclusively 
on birds, and is capable of taking such 
swiit and resourceful game as plover; 
stipe, and wild-fowl. [ts common name 
in America, the duck-hawk, is well given,

TRAINING THE: SHORT-WINGED TAWES 


Thus far nothing has been said of the 
traming and hunting of the two short- 
Winged hawks, the goshawk and the spar- 
rowhawk. | 

Just as the falcons, with their’ long, 
narrow wings and compact bodies, are 
adapted to the chasé in the open, with 
wide maneuvers and great stoops through 


unbroken space, so these rangy, slim- 


legeed birds, with their short, “hread- 
fingered” wings ond long, sweeping train. 
are beautifully adapted to work in the 
tangles and forests, where they naturally 
live. 

These birds seldom come out into open 
country unless there i some tempting 
poultry yard or game preserve where a 
quick sally i+ assured of its reward. 
When such a larder is discovered, how- 
ever, litthe peace comes to the owner until 
the marauder has been brought to earth, 
for tt will take its daily toll until the yard 
or cover 1s depleted. 

Gioshawks and homed owls are petier- 
ally to be feared in cold winters an. all 


extensive pame cuvers in this country, 
and they make sad havoc with the work 
of years when ance they mfest such a 
jlace (see text, page 461). 

The poshawk is a very different: créa- 
ture from the faleon, and by its nature 
and style of hunting is fitted for entirely 
different work; for the goshawk does not 
strike its prey in-air and return to it-after 
the turn, but pursies it and binds to it at 
ante, whether in air or, as it prefers, on 
the ground, These hawks have-a curious 
habit, too, of covering their quarry with 
their outstretched wings and tail until it 
ceases tO strogele. | 

THE GOSEAWK'S FET ARE ENGINES OF 
DEATU 


The feet of the goshawk are veritable 
engines Of death, with enormous talons 
and great strength, Whereas a faleon's 
fuct is more like ufist to deliver a term 
ile blow, the short-wing's feet are like 
yreat ice-tongs with semicircular claws 
nearly aninch long, which enter the very 
vitals of the quarry and kill as tough a 
creature as a tat or a hore in‘a few sec- 
onds- and take the life of ay bird alnost 
instantly (see drawings on this and the 
Upposite page),

These hawks are worked along hedge- 
rows or-in woods. only being used in open 
ground on hares, rabbits, or pleisants. 
In thick cover they perch hard by, wateh- 
ing for the instant the quarry may he prt 
out by dogs or beaters. 

The shert-wings are very much more 
Intent on their game than are the falcons, 
and even in a wild state have been known 
to chase fowls inte the farmer's kitchen 
and kill there. Dr. Fisher records an 
MMe instance im which a poshawk 
dashed in and seized a fowl which. hod 
that instant been killed by a farmer, drag- 
ging itonly a few rods before starting to 
depitime st. In another case, 1 hawk puir- 
sued its quarry through the kitchen of a 
farm-house into a bedroom atid there 
made its kill under the led! 

While the strikes of this hawk are very 
hard and impetnous, they are wustally 
short, and do not result in the exhaus- 
tow that follows a poor! Might by a falcon. 
Thus they may be flown many times im 
a dav, and there i= the record of old 
“Gaiety Gal,” who was flown at v7 hares 
inne morning, trussing ta all ane kelling 
Clear all brat the last, which, being wens 2 
nonally strong and the hawk naturally 
weary, gut awoy after o struggle. Sir 
Henry.

There is something almost devilish 
about the fury of a goshowk's «trike. 
Mer vellow or orange eve, the pupil con- 
centrated to a cold pot, fairly burns 
with ferocity, and the clutch of her awful 
foot is sich that virtually no amount of 
twisting Gr sotnersauiting on the part of 
the hare or rabbit can dislodge the preat 
piercing hooks, 

Asan example of the goshawk"s <in- 
ple-imindedness whe in pursuit of 
quarry, Lascelles tells of one which drove 
impetuenshy downhill ata rabbit, As the 
quarry leaped four feet in the air to 
avoid the stroke which grazed it, the

“Itois not uncammon,” continues this 
dhserver, “to see arabbit captored at the 
mouth of a burrow, and hawk and all 
disappear under ground; but when she is 
ifted out, however much she is knocked 
about, the rabbit is tn her foot.”

‘The sparrowhawk has many enthusi- 
astic supporters, and for many reasons is 
the best fitted for the amateur faleoner, 
as these birds are riot costly and small 
loss attends failure. They may be: ted 
ot almast all small game and brash birds, 
and have been tised with sucerss on par 
tridge. In England, however, the ‘spar- 
towhawk ts used chiefly on blackbirds 
and starlings, and while it is inn way 
stnall sport, the ingenuity of the quarry 
and the catlike agility of the Hitth: hawk 
give spice to the chase. —

Wil TS not always casy to cast op an 
exuct balance to show ata glance just 
i what value we should attach to any 
given bird or animal, and. the difhenulty 
becomes much greater as the element of 
prijudice or chance personal observation 
cniplicates the verdict which dispaccion- 
ite research detemmnines for any given 
Species, . 
The prejudice against all birds of prey: 
i¢ so general that it is well nigh impos 
ble tocconvinee any ane who has once 
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an its course, flew past me to a distance 
of perhaps a hundred fect, wheeled, and 
again drove at the bush as if thrown from 
a catapult. 

This eceurred four times in rapid sne- 
cession before the hawk digided it was 
af mouse and continued on its way, phila- 
sophically, After a very short tune the 
spatrow, foo, reyunied-its normal state of 
mind and joined o group of others in the 
road meno fy. 


From the foregompe it will be sean that 
falconry hacl its rise through man’s carly 
necessity, im man's birthplace, central 
Asin, where it has thrived almost with- 
aut interruption ever since; that later 1 
became the sport of the more privileged 
claséts, attained a high pitch of popn- 
Lirity. in medieval times, and has since 
fallen, as the result of many contrilmting 
causes, to a polit where it is costly and 
extremely diffenlt to maintain, 

It is not toa much to suppose, however, 
that there will always be those who have 
the means and the desire to keep alive 
one of the mest beautiful and romance 
sports that man bas ever devised, For- 
tunately, there is plenty of colerfnl liter- 
uttre on the subject from the duys of 
chivalry and there are several practical 
hooks by later-day devotees of the art. 

It is, perhaps, net too mich to venture 
the belief that now, after the war that 
has sq completely occupied the minds and 
lives Of the civilized workl is over, we 
shall swing back to some of the less seri 
ous purrsiniis that we tormerly enjoved, 
and that among these falednry may tm- 
dergo a real revival.

hawks and owls are villainous destrovers 
of poultry, game, and taeetietal hints. 
Let it be said hete in parentheses, how- 
ever, that man’s own selt-introdaced pet, 
the eat, unioulitedly kills as muny little 
chickens and vastly more beneficial and 
desirable birds. than do all the birds of 
prey in America, many times over, 

Virtually all the damage of which the 
opponents of our birds of prey complain 
is done by five kinds of hawk and one 
ewl, The number of birds and fowls 
kitted br the remoaming eleven common 
hawks aid five owls 13 se Tosignificant ns 
to be comparatively of no importance.

The above record shows 
plainly. however, that the preponderance 
of evidence is vastly in favor of the spe- 
cies, whose size and appetite make it a 
most effective and valushle ally of the 
farmer in his fight against the mice and 
rats that menace his labors.

lated to our Sharpshin. Onur littl fl- 
con, the most ornate and beautiful of 
American hawks, is of invaluable service 
to agriculture by virtue of his fondness 
for grasshoppers. Occasionally he oatches 
a bird; about a third of his diet ts mice, 
lat far the largest part is insects, Dur- 
ing June, July, and August, when the 
young are hemg raised, they are fed over 
their weight daily on grasshoppers. 


The service rendered by owls is ever 


less appreciated than that of hawks, be- 
eiuse they art mostly nocturnal, ani 
hence are seldom heard and almost never 
stem. Owls are quite as expert mousers 
anil rattera as the diurnal birds af prey, 
and the Great Homed is the only one 
which deserves a consistently bad repu- 
‘hatin, 

The Barred Cowl lives almost exchu- 
sively on held and white-footed mice,

The Barn Owl, common all over the 
warmer parts.of America, is exchistyely

Everywhere the commonest of all, the 
Hittle Sereech Owl, is the bird that most 
people hear and recognize. His soft, 
quavering call and velvety tooting are 
familiar and welcome sounds to those who 
know him, for he is the one owl that can 
and does survive with the taming of the 
lund. Indeed, he seems to thrive best in 
the more thickly settled farming regions, 
nesting in the “woodlot" or orchard, in 
the village parks, or in the more wooded 
estites in the suburbs of large cities. 

No bird of prey has a more varied lst 
of foot than this smallest af our com- 
morn owls, ts the following suminary will 
thaw; Of 212-stomachs examined, 79 
contained feithers, 112 small mameonls, 
1op insects, 2 lizards, 4 batrachmns, t 
fish, 5 spiders, g crawfish, 2 scorpions, 
2 earthworms, and 7 “miscellaneous.” 
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The beautiful Snowy Owl, which comes 
in winter to the northern portions of the 
United States, has in some curious min- 
ner had protection specifically withdrawn 
from it and stands om the list of unpro- 
tected “vermin” on the game laws of the 
land. Out of 2% evidence-bearing e¢x- 
aminations, 20 revealed tmyurious mam- 
mals and 11 had feathers among their 
contents. This is surely in favor of the 
Snowy Owl, which in winler is tre- 
quently seen along the seashore or on the 
ict-edge on the Great Lakes. 


ATLEA Fit THE FARMER'S ATR SCOUTS 


[Is there not some direct way to bring 
before the agricultural and ceonmomic 
forces of our land their true relation to 
our birds of prey? 

It ts surely short-sighted yohintarily to 
destroy the greatest natural check on the 
greatest natural enemies of our greatest 
natural resource, and it would seem that 
merely proving the point that the ‘birds 
of prey do even a little more goo than 
hatm would be sufficient to Insure them 
complete protection. Hut it is ¢asy to 


show that they are, all in all, of very vast 
Wwalue to aur rural interests, and that 


their beneficial offices would be multiplied 
exactly in proportion to their increase 
under adequate protection. 

Tt is largely our conservatism, the un- 
willingness to give up an idea that has 
long had Indgment in our minds, com- 
bined with the apparently complicated 
problem of “whieh is which,” that has 
made the valuable species suffer from 
the misdeeds of the noxious ones, uotil 
now the situation is in many places really 
critical, . | 

The time isnot far away when one of 
two things must happen: Either proper 
anid adequate protection mitst le granted 
and enforced, covering all birds of prey 
except the Goshawk, Coopers Hawk, 
Sharp-shinned Hawk, Pigeon Hnowk, 
Duck Hawk, and Great Horned Owl, the 
whole country over, or we shall eoon find 
it too late to avall ourselves of their in- 
estimable services, and must find new, 
costly, and far less efficient means of 
protecting our miral interests fram the 

ordes of rapidly multiplying enemies 
that will continve, in ever-increasing 
nutnhers, 19 wage war open apriculture.

Christophe’s Citadel, a Monument to the Tyranny and 
Genius of Haiti’s King of Slaves

west of the town of Cape Haitien, 
Lf in the north of the island of Haiti, 
there stands, on the top of a precipitous 
mountain, one of the wonders of the 
Western Hemisphere, yet one whose ex- 
jstence is at present scarcely known and 
one whose full history will never be werit- 
ten, A personal visit to Christophe's 
Ciadel is necessary in order fully to ap- 
preciate its masciveness, its intricate and 
elaborate construction, and its remote 
situation (see map, page 484). |

visit this spot, or, even when given the 
opportunity, possess the physique neces 
sary to make the arduous trip. 

It is not surprising thar Christophe's

of the linlding. 

The difficulty in teaching the citadel is 
dine not so mach tots elevation as to the 
fict that to reach it one is compelled tw 
cross at least eight miles of mountainous 
country, and the approaches are all very 
steep. The highest place ct the walls 
(measured to the ground) is 140 feet. 
The highest wall, measured perpendicu- 
larly, is the prow, which tas ao drop af 
130 feet.

On the west face there is a terrace 40 
feet high. Beeause of the heavy growth 
of trees and vegetation om it, this a terrace 
monet viethle from above. 


BUILT OF FIRE-ICRKS MANE OS THE SITE 


Although large granite blocks are to 
he found in many places throughout the 
bnilling, most of it is hut of red fire- 
bricks of different sizes, the average brick 
heing fifteen inches long, six inches wile, 
and two inches thick, These bricks ap- 
parently were manuinerored on the site 
af the building. The motuntams for long 
distances in all directions from the citadel 
show traces of Titante labor mi getting 
out lnubdiig material The average nim- 
her of floors is four, the longest being 
on the est face, where the mam buttery 
is.

THE STHUCTURE ONLY PARTLY WHECKED 
RY EARTHUCAKES 


The entire structure ts in an excellent 
state OF preservation, except thiit the 
foots in the prow were all shaken down 
in the earthquake of R43, which laid the 
ww of Cape Hattien im riins. 

The top of this prow has three large 
fissures, a result of the same shock, while 
its west side is now covered by a growth 
of bright red lichen that fives it the ap- 
pearance of laving been pamted: The 
structures in the extreme top, resembling 
4 roof garden, were also badly shaken by 
the earthqunke; [tis difficult 1 under- 
stand, however, liow Sit Spenser St. 
John could have written: “Years of the 
labour of toiling thousands were spent to 
prepare this citadel, which the trembling 
earth laid in ruins in a few minutes; 
for only a compmutively small interior 
portion is in rmiins even now, and that 
Hot td anestent impossille of repair with 
comparatively little Tabor.

HAITI, THE HOME OF TWIN REPUBLICS 


By Sin Harry Jounsron 


7 HE best general name.ior the sec- 

ond largest of the Greater Anuiles 

_  that-which Columbus gave to it 

after its discovery in 1492—Hispaniila, 

He christened his first settlement there 

“San for Santo] Domingo” beeatse it 
was distovererd on a Sunday. } 

As to a great extent the Spanish colo- 
nization of the island, proceeded tram 
this fortified town, now the capital of the 
Dominican Republic. “San Dommnge” te 
a great extent superseded Hispantola 
(Espafiola) as the name of the whole 
idand. The French pirates and bucca- 
neers (Boucaniers, or the people wht 
watt the istand to fall the wkd cattle 
and dry the strips of beef—boucan—in 
the sun) generally called the island “Saimt 
Dewringeue.” 

The aborigines seem to have lingersd 
longest in-existence in the northwestem 
parts of Hispauiola, and the name which 
they gave to their country. or to one of 
ite districts, was Ffaiti, 

Eventually the French pifates were 
succeeded bya regular French. ecolenial 
administration in the reign of Lewis MTV, 
and oan arrangement was come to with 
Spain by which the western third of His- 
patiiola becumea French colony, the enast- 
em two-thirds being almost forsaken, 
owing to the superior attractions to the 
Spaniard of his vast empire in Central 
and South America. 


Te LAND fS DIVIDED ISTO TWH PAAR 
PENDENT STATES. 


The French continued to use the name 
Doarningue down to the close of the eigh- 
teenth century; but when the negro revolt 
became. victoriaus in tRog the Arawak 
name of Haiti was tevived and applied 
by the French-speaking negroes to the 
whole af the island: Then, when the 
Spanish element in eastern Hispaniola 
revived and shook jtself free of negro 
domiinuition, ft became, in T844, the Re- 
public of Santo Domingo, or the Domin- 
wan Repubhe. | 

Now this lave island of 28.249 square 
miles is very sharply and definitely di- 
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vinled inte two States—the Republic of 
Hain in the west-aond of Santo Domingu 
in the east.” Santo Domingo speaks Span- 
ish, cither the classical Castilian ot 4 
slightly corrupted dinlect, and Plait: uses 
French @& its official language, while 
2,000,000 0f ite negro peasantry speak a 
erole language. which, though founded 
an French, has become an absolutely dis- 
tinct tongue, Tt is somewhat awkward, 
therefore, to give the nate of “Haiti” or 
of “San Domingo” to the whole island, 
Hispaniola would he preferable. 

It is highly toprobahle that the whole 
of Hispaniola ever will he under one cen- 
tral government Santa Domingo will 
hecone a vellaw or even a white Stite. 


Haiti will always be a land of the blacks, 


4 LASO OF MANY MOUNTAINS AND 
WOSTERETL SCENERY 


The scenery of Haiti--and indeed of 
Hispanioh: generally—when this island 
becomes better known, will take a very 
high rank among the beauttinl and de- 
lectable regions of the world, The clr 
mate, though hot, is healthful, and for six 
months of the vear, at least, delight fil ; 
while everywhere above 2,000 fect m-alti- 
tude it is ideally temperate all the year 
rantirie. 

Haiti is extraordinarily monunminons, 
though its ranges or peaks do not reach 
to the altinndes attained Wy two or three 
paints in Santo Domingo, where the high- 
eat poak—Loma dela Tina—possibly ex- 
ceeds 1o,900 feet in altitude. The highest 
point as yet measured within the limits 
of Haiti ts about 8.920 feet (the Saddle 
Mountains,or Mont de Io Selle}. 

The splendid range of the Cibac Moun- 
tains (which begins in the northwest of 
Haiti) extends trom northeast to south- 
west and is really the spine of the island: 
tart the great oltitudes of this range: are 
renched within, Dommican limits m. the

There 13 a great deal of limestone in 
the surface formations of Haiti, an this 
i¢ otten revealed in the almost brillant 
whiteness of chalk by the heavy rainfall, 
which sweeps away the bumus and re- 
veals great fissures of white, so that the 
sides of the mountun peaks appear ata 
distunce to be bisenliech with snow. In 
the dry season the beds of the mountain 
streams are hlazing white with their 
boniders and pebbles of chalky lime- 
stone, Yet a pood deal of the surface in 
parts is covered with a reddish clay, 


WONDERFUL PLOWING TREES HEADTIFY 
THE ISLAND 


The fiat portions of the shores.of Lake 
Aguey (which in other parts locks very 
much fike a Seotch loch) have a thorny 
growth of numosa and of “Cashaw" 
trees, together with an abundance of 
arboreal cacti—mtall Opontias, with great 
fat “hands” studded with ruby buds or 
topae-colored bilndsame; Cereus enacts, 
erowtip in erect columns (or é¢lse of a 
branching habit), with creamy white 
lowers, or other withing snake-like 
forms of Cerews with triangular stem. 

There are also Yourcas, which grow m- 
iifferently at sea-level and at 7,000 fect, 
They dre indecit) objects of striking 
beauty in a Hyitian tandseape, whether 
whetetted on the edge of some tremen- 
dow= precipice and standwy out apatnat 
the ee hiue background of distant 
mountain of sing out of the white sind 
acainat the purple waters of the lalce. 

The Youeca commences with a great 
mound of lly-lke leaves.of a yivul green, 
and from this rises the 30-foot-high 
flower-stalk—a candelabra of golden yel- 
low blassens ‘These clusters ol yellow, 
tubelike Howers are haunted incessantly 
by birds for the sake of the msects, or 
possibly the honey. they contain. Conse- 
quently these immense colunins of intle- 
rescence are renilered additionally heau- 
nful by the bird life that hovers abet 
them so eagerly that it searcely: regard 
the approach of man. 

There are woodpeckers of black with 
yellow spots with bright enmson-scarlet 
heads and ritnips: lossy-hlack suri 
golden-yellow érterns starlings, quits of 
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spalt-hlae and omnge, There are aleo 
occasionally black-green Lampornis lium- 
ming-birds; but these creatires are not 
a alnindlant in Hatt as in Janaica, 

The eastern en of Lake Aztey jios- 
stses two or three Colonies of the scarlet 
American fhaningo. ‘There are iguanas 
“tll lingering on the rocky islands alee 
the northern shores of this lake. Else- 
where on the mainland they have been 
almost exterminated by the natives for 
the sake of their edible flesh, 

The eastern em of Lake Azuev, as al- 
ready mentioned, ts within the politica! 
limits of Santo Domingo. Consequently 
there ig a custerns station established on 
the northeast shore to control the road 
which passes between the two republics. 
Here [ found established a white Amer- 
ian offical of the best type. Ile had 
served in the Philippines and in the Par 
West Ele was a typical Anglo-Saxon, 
with fatr har pod ble eves, bat a deeply 
tanned Gommplex tern . 

lt was deligttiul to see what amenities 
of lite he had introduced mto the ex- 
cessively wild region where he was sin- 
honed—at sunhaked spot on the southern 
slopes of .000-feet-high mountains, the 
bush bristling with thormy cactl and 
mimosas, and the country people—l{ai- 
tiatts and Dominicans—none too friendly 
at first and resenting mterference with 
contraband, 


AMERICAN TOME LIVE TS THE WILT 


In addition to an extremely neat and 
clean fortified station, be had tilt a tittle 
lungalow near the waters of the lake, 
Where most welcome shade from the 
herve str was obtainable.

Tt is. a. geod-humored, noisy crowd, 
He requiring ordinarily any intervention 
from the few policemen who march about 
with large searfs, bearing the words 
“Force a la Toi,” Lav the old days the 
crowd, of course, Was permeated with 
soldiers: in undress or fall aniferm, sol. 
diers who, itis said, exacted a somewhat 
eruel toll fram all the market people. 

The reason why women predominate 
iimenge the country folk selling goods in 
town is that the country men for genera- 
tions have been afraid to deseemd from 
their inaccessible mountains for fear of 
being impressed-into wilitary service, anil 
having to redeert themselves from this 
slavery lv heavy payments:

Siti in the lap af the tropics, Harti 
possesses every natal advantage fe- 
quired to make her a treasure-bouse of 
riches, Im her vitleys and ploma ear 
the senconst alluvial soil of temnense 
depth and richness brings forth, with the 
roughest tillage, crops of weonderiul 
hounty. | 

Sugar-cane, cotton, an cocoa are pre- 
cuted in abundance. while Baitinn coffee 
is known to epioures the world over for 
its richness pnd favor. Tropical fruits 
of all descriptions grow wilil, arr) natu- 
ralists declire that more than seventy- 
five food-plants, cereals, legumes, ete, 
flourish: here. 

Higher in the hilly plateaus of the in- 
terior, veretition of a different sort 1 
encountered.

Dnder the French rule, civilization ane 
prosperity an the island rose to a ligh 
pitch.

It was this period which. marked the 
complete disappenrance of the Indians 
from Elan and the multiplication of the 
ntrmber of negra slaves imparted from 
Africa, who performed all work in all 
parts of the island. 

Toward the close of the eighteenth 
eentury disorders arismg out of the 
revolution in France and its. attendant 
wars shook the island, weakening the 
whites, tnotil at length the negro slaves 
arose anil with indescribable atrocities 
wiped out almost the entire white popu 
lation. | _ 

France, though filled with horror, was 
in the midst of the Napoleonic wars and 
hod few troops to spare for nm transut- 
lantic campaign; so, after desultory 
fighting, the rebele achieved independ- 


erie.

A republic was proclaimed) and a presi- 
dent was elected, Tlie first act was to 
proclaim hiomself emperor in Port an 
Prince. Not to be outdone, another ne-

From that time, retrogression to the 
jitesent followed in natural steps, Social 
clisiitegration continued apace.

A PICTURE OF ABANDONED CIVILIZATION 


At first the magnificent: homes and 
palatial villas of the former French 
land-owners offered rich loot, bit when 
all of these had been sacked and burned, 
nothing of value reninined, and ae the 
feithfol had te be fed, the “generais™ 
turned thetr attention to those of their 
owt tace who after the uprising. had 
chosen to continue taonll the field<« and 
were endeavor to live as they had 
lived under the Freneh, 

Repeated) robbery soon reduced these 
to coin and desperation. The men who 
possessed] the necessary initiative and 
education removed to the coast cities, 
where life wos more secure, while the 
rest left their fields and’ hid im the im- 
penetrible fastnesses of the hills. 

Abandoned by theif owners, the com- 
fortable dwellings of the island went to 
rack atl ruin. Weeds overgrew the cul- 
tivated lands, and im a generation the 
fertile fields of the island, which had once 
produced magnificent crops, lapsed to the 
tropical jungle from which they had been 
réedectned many years before:

Where else on earth could the casket 
containing the remains of a nailer lying in 
state in the cathedral he riddled with 
hullets, or the remains of another ruler 
be drawn and quartered and the parts 
dragged through the streets, providing a 
Roman holiday fora frenzied populace ? 

After 1903 the open season on presi- 
dents became more open than ever, and 
the procession of revatitions speeded up 
considerably, the events cian whi 
brought about the landing of the Ameri- 
can forces in 1915. | 

Administration after administration 
came into power, each obtaming new 
loans from European and American 
hankers and varnishing in turn im revyals- 
tionary smoke, leaving only tnpaid loans 
to mark their passage. By 1911 the pro- 
cession of savalusiars had atiained such 
headway that the average official life of 
Haiti's presidents: was less than a year 
after taking office.

Aneuste’s death, in May, 1914, Michael 
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Chreste became president, Oreste didn't 
tarry Jong in the presidential chair, how- 
ever, When, m Jantary, Igi4, a revo- 
lution was started with the avowed im- 
tention of adding his scalp to those of 
gather late lamented presidents of Haiti 
who had been run over by revolutions, 
he forestall) the revolutionists: by emi- 
grating hastily to Jamaica. _ 

A Jeader named Orestea Zamor next 
took up the presidential burden. He 
took office Febriary, 1014, and was added 
to the list of ex-presidents of Haiti in 
Chtober of the same year. He was 
thrown inte prison, where he was mur- 
dered a few months later because it was 
feared that he might escape and resume 
political activities: “amor was succeeded 
yw Davilmar Theodore, whe lasted from 
November, 1914, to February, 1915, when 
le was overthrown and succeeded by 
Vilbrun Guillaume Sam. 


WHOLESALY SLAUGHTER OF HOSTAGES 


A. few amonths liter the chronic revo- 
lution made its appearance and the caces 
were mobilized against Sam by one Dec- 
tor Bobo, Sam, however, was-a deter- 
mined soul and decided not to become an 
ex-president without a fight, He knew 
that the revolution owas stirred wp, 
financed, and the cacos egged on by 
wealthy and influential families: in his 
capital city of Port au Prince, and he 
determined to strike at the root of the 
(rouble, Accordingly, he threw into jail 
more than 160 af the leading men of the 
town and annonnced that unless the revo- 
lution subsided there would be vacant 
chairs in the circles of many of Haiti's 
iret families. 

This action, instead of quieting the 
revolutionists, excited them to greater 
fury, and new wprisings broke forth, 
Wherenpon the president's threat was 
promptly translated into action, and all 
of the hostages, including many of the 
most prominent men in Haiti, were mur- 
dered and ports of their mutilated bodies 
exhibited. 


OUTRAGE TO FRENCH LEGATION PRECIPT- 
TATES AMERICAN INTRHFEWENCE 
Shorty after this slanghter, in July, 
Tors, Sam's own turn aime. Overthrown 
and deserted by his adherents, he fed to 
the French legation, asking protection, 
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Ascertainmg his whereabouts, however, 
has foes matched to the legation. Disre- 
garding the protests of the. French min- 
wter, they broke m and. dr Swim 
forth, killing bm and sending his hands 
and feet and dither portions of his body 
on spears amd layonerts to different a 
ters of the city. An eye witness of the 
tragedy tells how the progress of several 
processions thraugh the city could be 
followed by the cries and shouts of the 
rejoicing, llood-maddened mobs that ial- 
lowed cach prewsome relic. . 

It was this action which finally forced 
the landing of Amencan troops m Flaiti. 
Traditionally sed to interfering in 
the affairs of its neighbors, the United 
States had stood for years between the 
litte black republic and the nations of 
Europe when loans were due and unpatl 
or when citizens of foreign nations were 
molested, Urging the sanctity of the 
Monroe Doctrine, our government had 


repeatedly settled disputes and! adjusted 


matters so that Haiti might receive ¢x+ 
tension of credit from its creditors and 
avoic the forcible coercion jts acts threat- 
ened to provoke. : 
The violation of the French legato, 
however, brought matters to a clitnix. 
The Freneh Government put the problern 
squarely to our own authorities and de- 
‘handed either that we take action or that 
they be permitted! to do so thtmselves. 
On being assured of our imtentron to 
handle the situation, the French ¢on- 
terited themselves with fandimg a small 
armed guard for the purpose merely of 
satisfying their national heror hy oeb- 
serving the form of landing an armed 
force on the soil of the nation which had 
violated the sanctity of their legation. 


CHAGS EVERYWHERE WHEN. THE “ISITE 
STATES INTERVENES 


Accordingly, in Joly, rgrs, American 
tnatines ant linecjackets were landed in 
Port au Prince and the United States 
formally took over the task of bringing

THE ISLAND RAVAGED PV PSEASE 


Disease rovaged the island, both the 
inferior and the coast, unchecked, The 
pligue made its appearance at frequent 
intervals, yellow fever and smallpox ray- 
aged the lowlands, and malaria, the 
scourge of the tropics, was always pres 
ent. It ts estimated that 87 per cent af 
the entire population were infected with 
contagious diseases. Less than 3 per 
cent of the people were able to read: and 
write and practically all of these were 
located in the cities of the coast, In the

Due to the instability of eovernment 
and universal msecunty, banking: instita- 
tions ceased to fiction, Virtually no 
loans were toade and business wns at a 
standstill.

‘The gendarmerie officers, who 
wert marines, would deliver to each off- 
cial his proper pay and allaw none to 
tuke more. As a consequence. the petty 
officials who do the actual work of gov- 
erritient are now better satisfied than at 
any other time darmg the history of laity 
and ane trying to render good service, 


THE NOTORIOES CHARLEMAGNE S 
RENELLION 


Since the original campaign, in which 
the revolutionists were put down and the 
cico bands broken up, order has been 
the rofe in: Maiti, although there have 
been several occasions when the fires of 
cacomm have fared up andl considerable 
local disturbance has restilted 

Much difficulty arose when the United 
States entered the war against Germany, 
id Flatt also declared war upon the 
Central Powers: [Py that action all Ger- 
mans were interned and prohibited from 
conducting their usual activities, As a 
result the Germans, who had previously 
possessed great influence tn Haiti, were 
much incensed and endeavored by every 
means in thetr power to create disorder 
The caces were ¢tirred up and anna and 
anmimition supplied them, andl every 
effort was made to employ the German 
propaganda machine in the United States 


Fhe 


to create a situation embarrassing the 
Amenvan forees on the island. 

Qne of the incidents ansing from this 
trouble was the attempted rebellion 
headed by the notertous Charlemagne, 
who estaped from prison and: assembled 
a large band in the hills of north Haiti. 

Acinan of considerable and unseripi- 
jous cunning, Charlemagne exhibited 
much intelligence in securing supplies 
ad ammmnition from Germans and 
others imteresterdd in promoting disturb- 
ances, Due to his military skill and the 
Inpdern equipment with which his bands 
were provided, a strenuous campoign 
was necessary to overcome: him. 

Tt was during this campaign that two 
Marne Corps avuitors, Lieut. Edwin CG. 
MeFayden and Private Clarence KE. Mor- 
tis, were forced to land near Maissade 
(November 3 1919). Lieut. MeFayden 
told Private Morris to stay with the arr- 
plane while he wettt for suceor: The 

anding had been made in the center of 
a clearing, and he thought that with the 
airplane's machine pun Private Morris 
could hold his own until relief came. 
But Morris got a Haitian to carry the: 
tiachine gun for him, and was starting 
hack to camp afoot, when the insurgents 
swooped down upon him, kilbed him, lis 
embowelled him, and wound his viscera 
nro the machinery of the aircraft. 
His body was then burned, only the skele- 
ton remaining wher another airplane 
came to succar the disabled one, 

Charlemagne and his successor, Bennat, 
aoe Se killed and their bands ¢is- 





since that time there has been no dis- 
turbance in Haiti, As an evidence of the 
confidence of the Hititians in conditions, 
the President recently made a journey 
from one end of the island to the other 
in an ontomobile with only half a dozen 
companions, 

The novelty of this action will be ap- 
preciated when it is understood that im 
the days before the marine occmpation 
no president of Haiti ever left his presi- 
dential palace without’a guard armed to 
the tees: and no president went a day's 
journey into the country without his en- 
tire muard, which consisted of 2,000 in- 
fantry and several hundred cavalry. 

In the five vears which have elapsed 
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HAITI AND ITS REGENERATION BY THE UNITED STATES 


installed, in many cases water plants put 
into operation, and sanitary regulations 
put inter force, 

To assist in the future health snd sant- 
tary work of the Haitian nation, a corps 
of Haitian trained nitrses has been de- 
veloped by the American sanitary an- 
therities. Amencan doctors. and nurses 
have trained Haitian women in the pro- 
fession of ‘norsing, and, in cooperation 


with the local’ physicians, have imstructed 


a mimber of men sufficiently to enable 


them te fll acceptably positions as health’ 


and sanitary Inspectors. .y 
Heeun in giz, ‘this work has pro- 
pressed’ favorably to the present. The 


Haitian women in perticular have proved 


adept pupil nurses, and <at present there 
are several hundred qualified for service 
in the hosprtais of the tsland and to per- 
farm all the duties of the nursing pro- 
fesston in their community. 

Llospitais have been Innlt and public 
works cf all sorts undertaken, 
least of these is the reform of the Hattan 
prison system, Formerly the prisons 
were chambers of horrors; where ai- 
trans lay m chains and one, covered with 
hith antl vermin, witheatt care of any 
sort. Now the prisons are as clean and 
sanitary as the barracks of the gen- 
darmierte, who have charge of prison 
work, ad instead of being kept in cor- 
fmerment, the prisoners are put to work 
an public improvements, for which work 
they receive regular pay. | 

Masti of the prisoners leave their 
pluces af confinement with great regret 
when ther sentence i fnthed, anc there 
have been gute a number of Haitians 
who have refused to leave their jails anil 
have committed minor offenses in order 
to be returned following their release. 

In summing up whut has been dove i 
Haiti and what must be done if the THai- 
tinns are to be enabled to reach the point 
where they can attain a auttable govern- 
ment and take their place as one of the 
civilized nations of the world, it moist 
he admitted that much remoaitis to be ae- 
complished. 

The United States forees lave estab 
lished faw and order m Haiti, a coneition 
which las mot existed for more than a 
century, but little progress has been made 
toward educating the Haitians in the ort 
of self-government. Tf the Americans

standing the inhabitints of another. Only 
a small percentare of the Haitians speak 
French and even fewer speak English, 
The dal af edveating the Hattians 
tw read and write is accordingly cx- 
tremely difficult: Either an alphabet ard 
a way of writing their mative tongwe must 
be devised or the entire nation most be 
trught to speak French or Fmetish. 
Obviously either of these, alternatives 
presents a task of extreme difficulty, but 
one oor the ather most te done before 
stihstantial progress isn be made by the 
Flutans toward civileation, One of the 
greatest services which the United States 
could render Haiti would be the ‘appro 
priation of a considerable sum to be ap 
plied ta education in that repullic Under 


such an appropriation Amencan teachers 


could be sent to Hart, Haitians educated 
in the United States, and a vigorous 
campaign conducted, 

Such a campaign wonld parallel the 
educational work done by the United 
Stites in the Philippines, where the 
problem was largely the same as that 
which confronts Haw. As the chmpaign 
im the Philippines prover a success, there 
is every reason to believe that within a 
similar period equal, progress could be

throes of feconstruction, The greatest 
problem of reconstruction is Kussta, be- 
canse Bolshevism has ite home in Russia. 
Probably Bolshevism is the most sinister 
and far-reaching menace of all history. 
Strange to say, the world knows very 
little about the country that has given 
birth ta such a weird philosophy of gov- 
ernment, Less is known about Siberia 
than about Europea Russia, in spite of 
the fact that an American expedition was 
in Siberia. 

Siberia muy be called the “Wild East” 
of Russia. The history of the American 
“Wild West" would do very well for 
Sihena, and the only changes required 
would be mere details of language, eos- 
tume, aml the names of places. 

Any one in European Russia who, be- 
fare the World War, wanted to get away 
from the respectability of the West, anv 
one who hada penchant for pioneering, 
ay one who wanted room to breathe and 
i chance to do something and be some- 
body—all these went to Siberia, Then, 
too, the Tears hal a way of sending their 
crintnals and political prisoners ont 
there, the latter often including men of 
exceptional intelligence imbued with the 
courage to think along lines different 
from thase prescribed by law. 

Kussian wits used to <ay that all the 
Interesting people were in Siheria be- 
cause there were to be found not only 
the criminals, who at least were daring 
enough to break the low, but all who 
thougint for themselves and who had been 
brave enough to think aloud.

Siberia in the American's imagination 
has not only meant exile, but every 
cruelty of exile. I Know mi¥ own iden 
was a lond full of prisons. A: woodcut 
in my school geography pictured a poor 
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“trotka, or three-horse sleigh, through 
snow ut least ten feet deep, Ohit of a 
black (pine forest lean, hungry wolves 
were rinnning in hot pursurt 

An American woman who had laughed 
at an Englishman when he complained 
that during his ten days tn New York City 
he had not seen a single Indian, asked 
upon her arrival in Viadivestok if there 
wis any danger from wolves in the city. 
In all nw experiences in Siberia I did not 
sce a wolf, nor a pine tree, and what little 
snow I snw was never more than a few 
inches deep, though there were sections 
where it was quite deep, And I saw 
neither the exile mor the criminal’ J 
thought [ might «ee. 

I had heard that furs were very chea 
in Siberia and was asked to pet enough 
tables for a coat. | matched five little 
pelts, cnough io make one sleeve. The 
dealer said, “Ll will make these five a bar- 
gain. Yoru maw have all five for $1,200." 
His price. was S200 Jess than he could 
getin New York, so it was a bargain, 

T was not disillusioned about the cli- 
mite. The American soldier says, “Sl- 
beria has two seusone—IJuly and winter.”

Tomsl ‘has an vunusially beautiful ca- 
thedral and a great -oniversity, that has 
Seheah more than one famens name, 
Metchnikoff, the great hacteriologtst, Ie- 
ing one of thert, 

Vindivestok, the largest and mest inter- 
cating city of eastern Siberia, owes much 
to Rurssia’s logs of Port Arthur, for that 
nusfortune increased the Tsar's interest 
in the more northerly seaport until he 
had made ic worthy of ite nome, “Ruler 
of the East.” The one disadvantage of 
Viadivostok is that its harbor is frogen 
during several months of the year. In 
spite of this drawback, | beheve it is con- 
ceded that Vladivostok possesses the <ec- 
oud finest harbor in the workd, and tt ts 
claimed that from a military standpoint 
the city was second only to the Darda- 
nelles. . 

Whatever lessons the Tsar leatiert 


from the Russo-Japanese War, Viudi- 


vastok proves that he had determined 
not to be caught napping again. Bat- 
teries of large defense guns and concrete 
emplacements for many more guard the 
From the water 
front to a point many miles inland are 
numerous lmes of defense, Many of 
the hills are full of ammunition, and 
aerial railways were constructed to carry 
it to the guns, The harbor is equipped 
with machine-shops, floating dri-loelks, 
stationary dry-docks, a naval base, hotst- 
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ing-cranes, and shed after shee of sup-

The Siberians make mich of their 
“enld table"—taw fish, ‘cavinr. salads, 


and that delicious crab whinge meat gives 
no nightmare, indigestion, or hendache. 
Thetr best dish is chicken, prepared m 
most unusual way. Dotter is. laid 
thickly on a bone: lavers of light and 
dark meat are wrapped around tt; then 
the whole is rolled in eeg and crumbs and 
baked. It makes a small “ham™ of 
chicken and ia very tender, One nomst be 
careful in cutting “into it lest the hot 
butter spurt out bevond the plate. 

The Rissian is a heavy meat eater, due 
largely to the fact that there is an abtun- 
dance of game, pheasants being cheaper 
than chickens, and in.some places venison 
i cheaper than steak. Im the palmy days 
the Stherian table must have groaned. 

Russian architecture i¢ unnotustakahle. 
A howe, a church, a factory, or just 4 
plain shed will show the touch of the 
Slav. Russian elements are noticeable in 
the windows and doors, im lithe and big 
lines of decoritiim, as well as. in the gen- 
etal plan anil shape of a building.

l often wondered what people cic for 
a living, what they did to carn even their 
black bread and tea: The government 
employed.a few in the machine-shops and 
some worked an the railroad, and many 
more were soldiers: but this did not berin 
to nccomt for all In the days of the 
Tsar most of the men were farmers; but 
farming has become a thing of the past. 
Fewause af the ever-changing conditions 
and the perpetual civil war, farmers have 
heen afraid to risk the expense arid labor 
of putting Inca crop. Cows disappeared 
to such an extent that alnicet EVEryone 
resorted to canted milk. 

But the Sibetians are informing them- 
selves about tractors ond other iarmirig 
machinery, and when they can devote 
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their energies to agriculture again they 
will proce much to satisfy the worlds 
hunger,

Russians in Siberia are enthusiastic 
about American clothes, particularly 
Ameri¢an shoes. They want American 
atitomotiies and American machinery of 
all kinds, and they delight in American 
“movies.” : 

The Russian, Church had a hard: time 
during the revolution, Most of the priests 
had to go into hiding, though this wie 
nol so nearly universal in Siberia as an 
European Russia, Many of the people 
lowked upon the established Church as 
the twin brother of the civil tyranny.

THE SOUL, OF SIMERIA 


Because of faulty sanitation, Siberia ts 
ravaged by typhus and cholera. | once 
visited a hospital in one srnall city where 
there were two thousand cases of typhus, 
while im the freight yards there were 
three theusand additional cases, and mot 
n doctor or mirse: ‘The hospital dispen- 
sary boasted of a few small bags of herbs 
and that was all, All the doctors except 
two and nearly all the nurses bad been 
stricken with the plague. 

One ward in on ich two hundred per- 
sons were i had one nurse in attendance. 
When the commandant tock me through 
we found this little nurse in a beap cn 
the floor, crying. I asked her why she 
was erving, thinking she was stricken 
alee, She replied that she was quite well, 
though very tired, hut her heart was ach- 
ing for those two hundred sick men be- 
cause she could not get around to all of 
them to bring them their medicines or 
tiowrishnwnt, and they were ton sick to 
help themselves, Then, as she broke into 
an agonizing sob, she cried, “Oh, why 
didn’t the good God give me. twenty 
bodies for this heart that would do so 
much!" 

Her name was Tania and she was only 
eeventeen. All the members of her family 
had been destroyed, but hers was the soul 
of Siberia, for there are many like Tania 
in Ruesia’s “Wild Fast.” |
